Good morning, 
Jim Duffey is absolutely right! Vertical antenna and radial topics on QRP-L 


are guaranteed to produce additional postings! Guess I want to jump in here 
too, albeit a day or two late! 


I keep Dr. Megacycle's comprehensive reply to my early 8th-wave radial 
questions on file and refer to it regularly. Well-researched information is 
held in high esteem here. I do appreciate such authoritative and justified 
responses from Jim. 


I started investigating 8th-wave radial options about eight years ago. My 
intention was to reduce single wires to lengths more conducive to 
short-term portable operations - at picnic tables and trailside locations - 
without significantly degrading performance. The long-term outcome of that 
experiment was the St. Louis Radials (ribbon radials) project. 


To explain, I prefer to spend my time actually on the air when portable. 

That does not include installing, optimizing or otherwise tweaking simple 
single-element antennas in less than optimum locations. I was a 

cliffdweller until 1998 (for 18 years) so having an antenna out in the sun 

for a few hours then was always a special occasion. It's a hard habit to break. 


Logistics and time commitments can get out of hand in attempts to 
gild-the-lilly for that last fraction of a db. For what? A couple of hours 
out in the boonies when most any contact is welcome? Bottom line: Do you 
wanna’ play with the radio or play with the antenna - out there? 


Consequently, the portable verticals that I use in the field these days 
(St. Louis Express or St. Louis Quickie) install in five minutes or less. 
This desirable capability is provided collectively by a single ribbon cable 
radiator, easily extended or assembled fiberglass support, a dual-purpose 
feedpoint disk, and especially those downsized 8th-wave ribbon radials. 


In the interest of speed and convenience, I abandoned all single-wire 
radials for portable QRP, even in small numbers. Ribbon radials are so much 
easier to install, retrieve and store thanks to their physical 
configuration. The extra metal positioned under a vertical where it can do 
some good is merely a bonus. 


The SLX which tunes 10-40M uses nine 16.5' ribbon radials. The SLQ tunes 

10-20M and uses eight 8.5' ribbon radials. I chose these quantities because 

(1) the antennas work just fine with them for what I have in mind and (2) 

they roll-up for storage in sets of three and four respectively and finally 

(3) fit neatly in a single round rubber kitchen container. Real scientific, eh? 


I operate with exactly the same portable vertical antennas and ribbon 
radial sets at home as taken to the field. This procedure allows antenna 
performance to be assessed as (1) an intact operating unit, (2) in the same 
location and (3) over many months. Different operating hours and changing 
propagation are then involved and the only obvious variable in our yard is 
foliage. In my experience, sporadic portable sessions are essentially a 
snapshot and do not provide enough information for subjective evaluation. 


Prior to discovering the possibilities offered by computer cable, I 
experimented for several years with both quarter-wave radials and folded 
radials fabricated from twinlead. The latter were used under the original 
St. Louis Vertical. Those radial experiments where also convenience 
exercises in efforts to identify a compressed but effective radial 
configuration. 


Operating preferences here are for ragchewing, milliwatting, dxing and fox 
hunting, in that order. Vertical antennas with ribbon radials are usually 
the vehicle for doing that. How do 4th-wave radials compare to 8th-wave 
radials for each of my preferences? I just don't know and don't plan to 
expend the time and effort to find out. I'd rather be on the air! 


I'm not saying 8th-wave radials are the answer to every operating situation 
but they do work for me while helping make logistics much more manageable 
in the field. That's my experience with and justification for choosing the 
them.

>With all due respect to Paul, I think that the S-meters on most receivers 
>are pretty worthless. George enumerated the reasons. There isn't much a 
>S-meter tells me that my own ears can't. ;%) 


I guess I agree Doc, and I think you've proven it with the info ina 
separate post. But I think S-meter (S-unit) discussions always take two 
paths that seem to disagree but don't necessarily-- 


Proposition #1: Typical S-meters are pretty worthless because they aren't 
consistent in terms of dB/unit and also don't even show the same dB/unit 
response throughout their range. I'd suppose that one is true. 


Proposition #2: The concept of a standard 6 dB S-unit is useful in 
discussing the effects of increasing/decreasing power (changing antenna 
gain, etc), meter or no meter. Joe Six-Pack Everyham (that's me) finds this 
kind of description more meaningful than mere "-xxx dBm" descriptions. It 
think this one is true too and doesn't contradict #1. 


>But you can make pretty good quantitative measurements if you can turn off 
>your receiver's AGC. Get a VU meter or old analog multimeter that has an 

AC 

>scale calibrated in dBs. Its that atrange scale in red that you never use. 
>VU meters are usually available surplus pretty cheap. 


Now you tell me. I think I've finally junked all my meters like that. 
(Well, busted ‘em or burned 'em up, more likely.) 


>They are calibrated 

>when used with a 600 Ohm source impedance, usually from -20 dB to +3 cB. 
>Although some new recevers (and some very old ones) have 600 Ohm outputs, 
>most have a typical 8 Ohm audio output impedance. Get an 8 Ohm to 600 Ohm 
>transformer. Radio Shack carries them. Connect the 8 Ohm side to the 
>receiver and the 600 Ohm side to the meter. 


Minor quibble--related to the harangue on transmitter output impedance I got 
involved in a while back--Would you really need that transformer? Except 
possibly as a step-up to get the voltage on scale for your meter? The 


difference in dBs between two readings would still be the same, transformer 
or not--right? A receiver with an "8 ohm output" won't really have an 8 ohm 
audio amplifier internal impedance; or not likely. Probably about an ohm or 
two. If you wanted to measure actual dBm relative to 600 ohms on your 
meter, I guess you'd hook up a 600 ohm load. If you wanted to do that AND 
get maximum available power out of the amp, you'd do that AND use the Radio 
Shack transformer. 


Those of use cursed with modern DVMs and no dB scale can still use your 
method: Record the voltage at power level #1, then at #2. Calculate V2/V1, 
take the log of that, multiply by 20. If you want the absolute (dBm) 
level--hook up the 600 ohm resistor, measure the voltage, square it, divide 
by 600, take the log, multiply by 10. 


The extra cautious will want to hook up a scope to the audio amp and make 
sure the output is in it's linear range (i.e. --not flat topping). When 
flat topping starts, as you said--start using your built-in attenuator. 


Your initial statement, "There isn't much a S-meter tells me that my own 
ears can't. ;%)", reminded me of an ear based system described in JF10ZL's 
excellent homebrew page & quoted below:

How to send ear S 

Mr. Shimura made a question on my friend's home page that how do we send the 
ear S with our S meter less machine. I made answer as follows. I sand ear S 
for more than ten years on this way. 


59 plus : When I receive his signal, fire burning on my eyes. The fan noise 
of linear amplifier can be heard. Also the click noise of the clock is 
heard. His voice over drives the inter frequency (IF) amplifier of my 
receiver. Therefore the voice has distortion. So hard to hear. 

59 : Not hard to hear. Strong enough. I feel hearing his voice, like face to 
face. I can hear his voice with no electric noise. 

57: Enough to strong to make conversation. I can hear his signal with slight 
electric noise. 

55: Slightly week signal. Not to hard top hear. I can hear his signal always 
with electric noise. I can copy his call sign. But I do not want to make 
long QSO, because it will make me tired. 

53 : weak signal. Hard to hear. I could copy his signal with hearing three 
times. 

51 : I want to stop QSO with him. Weak! Only call sign , we made QSO enough. 
I do not be interested about your local weather.

A second twin beacon session is planned for this weekend, starting Saturday 
23, 2300UTC to Sunday 24, O80OQUTC. 


The AA4XX beacon frequency will be 10,140.000 kHz, running QRSS CW, 10s per 
dot. 


The ON5EX beacon frequency will be 10,140.050 kHz. As of the time of 
writing, it is not sure whether ON5EX will run plain QRSS10, or FSKCW. The 
latter mode implies dots and dashes of the same duration (in this case 10s) 
, but separated by 10Hz, the higher tone representing (by convention) a 
dash. Both modes can be visualized using programs like Argo or Spectrans. 


Callsign, power output (in mW) and a five letter code will be embedded into 
the beacon string. Both beacons will start with 200mW power output, reducing 
output power depending on propagation conditions. 


For those fellow hams not familiar with QRSS modes, freeware programs are 
available to decode these very slow CW transmissions at www.qsl.net/padan/ .

On Thu, 21 Feb 2002, Bruce Muscolino wrote: 
We throw around words like "Standards" without really ever 
thinking much about what they mean and how they are applied. 


A standard is something that can be objectively measured and MUST be met 
by all manufacturers. 


A convention is similar to a standard but is not maintained by any 
organization and manufacturers do not have to meet it! We have a 
tendency to use the two words interchangeably. 


VV VV V VV VV 


I don't want anyone to stroke out here, but I do agree with Bruce on 
this one. Standards are very important in industry to ensure your 
product meets certain criteria. The designers of our QRP kits, for 
example, establish specs, or standards, that MUST be met to ensure a 
baseline of minimum expected performance. These are *xtheirx standards, 
however, as few industry standards exist we must follow. 


However, for us homebrewer's and experimenters, this is not industry ... 
this is amateur radio ... a HOBBY. There are very few standards we must 
adhere to. Mostly just the very few placed on us by the FCC regarding 
power, spurious emissions, etc. Virtually the rest of the hobby is 
nothing but conventions, standard practices and tradition, rather than 
standards. Some conventions we use are even wrong, but persist for 

years. (Like putting a 47V zener on a mosfet PA drain for SWR 

protection - when the internal diodes will protect it to 100V!). Although 
it doesn't really hurt anything, just a wasted 15 cents :-) These 
conventions are passed word-of-mouth and through the excellent resources 
we all use ... the ARRL Amateur Radio Handbook, Solid State Design, 

Radio Frequency Design, the QRP Notebook ... to the various QRP journals 
and websites, even QRP-L. All establish and promulgate the conventions we 


use and those that have passed the "test of time" for doing something. 


As a hobby, we are ALWAYS balancing performance vs. COST. Many of the 
circuits we use for oscillators, mixers, PA's, etc. are ingenious and 
impressive, yielding very acceptable performance for such simple 
circuits. Some of us strive to just merely build something so it works, 
while others strive to make it the best they can. It's all a function 
of the knowledge, effort and money we want to put in to it. Money, 
perhaps, is number one for most hams :-( 


So the moral of this story is to remember this is a HOBBY, which is 

based 99% on conventions and traditions, and 1% on standards. Many of 
the posts on QRP-L come from those sharing their experiences from both 
the HOBBY point of view, and INDUSTRY. Both are valid; you decide what 
level of skill you are striving for. The bottom line is: when you 

build something, did it work? Did you make a QSO with it? Did you 

wipe out your neighbors TV in the process? Can you make it better? 

Learn what you wish from QRP-L, but for those new to homebrewing, don't 
get caught up that you have to understand all these technical discussions 
to succeed, or one way is right, another wrong. 


So again, Bruce brings out a good point of understanding the differences 
between standards and conventions, and realizing ham radio for the 

most part consists of the later. Do your own thing ... providing it 
follows the STANDARDS of FCC Part 97 -hi.

I think it is important to also note, as Paul said, that there are 
standards and there are standards. What a manufacturer calls a standard 
is not necessarily an industry standard. It may not be traceable to any 
other objective source. 


Probably we should have another name for those things. I would propose 
specification. A specification can be local or industry wide. Local 
specifications cover most small manufacturers quite well. there is no 
reason to relate them to any other manufacturer. 


In general, I think you should all think about what words you are 
using. It is easy to use a word without thought and later find out you 
are using the word incorrectly. I was guilty of this until I thought 
about it! 


Standards are very important to our field. Specifications are very 
important to manufacturers. Conventions are very important to our 
hobby. They are all different but using the wrong word at the wrong 
time can cause major confusion!
